WAGON ROAD GRANTS UNCON-

STITUTIONAL.

In the supreme conrt last Wednesday
a case was decided on appeal which in-
volves the constitutionality of the wagon
road appropristions made by the last

ment of the views presented by Governor
Pennoyer as the ground upon which he
vetoed these bills, The decision will rob
future legislatures of what was a froitful
source of jobbery and corruption.
